REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose, either singly or in combination, an imager 
comprising a multi-mode controller coupled to an array, the controller comprising 
circuitry implementing a high-light mode of operation providing charge accumulation in a 
photoreceptor potential well and a readout potential well, and a low-light mode operation 
providing charge accumulation in the photoreceptor potential well and constrained by an 
integration potential well and also including further implementation of a Snap mode of 
operation simultaneously transferring accumulated charge for a set of imager cells to 
their sense node.
